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to the aforementioned prior art, the second to the seventeenth group 
of inventions respect ively have "a (temporary) special technical feature 
as follows: "the position of the terminal is estimated according to a 
plurality of unique information received within a past predetermined 
time", "a transmitter transmits at random timing", "the light emitting 
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fluorescent tube power supply interface", "the light emitting unit and 
the transmitter are connected to the power supply unit by using an 
incandescent bulb power supply interface", "the transmitter decides an 
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
